OUTLOOK OVER ALL 


Fair Crops in Central Alberta— 
Light Crops in the 
South 


A survey of crops on June 15th gave) 
generally favorable conditions for the 
stand of crop throughout the prov-| 
ince. This was subject to such limit-) 
ing factors as cutworms in rather) 
wide distribution over the province, 
but causing damage to the extent of, 
five per cent. of the crop in only a 
few localities chiefly in the southern 
part of the province and a more 
serious general limiting factor repre- 
sented in the persistence of drying 
winds extending from the boundary | 
to Edmonton, but being worst in the 
area swept by the strong chinook 
through Macleod and the country 
north as far as High River and south 
to the boundary. The effect of the 
rapidly drying winds was necessarily 
ntuch greater on land other than sum. 
mer-fallow. Tame hay had already 
shown backward to the point of prom- 
ising less than half a crop. 

Scarcity of Rain 


Since the middle of the month the 
change in conditions has been unfav 
orable, Briefly stated, it may be said 
that crops in the north, which means 
the Peace River country, have been 
making good progress due to a good 
seeding, strong germination and a suf- 
ficient supply of moisture since, Crops 
{fn the centre of the province corre- 
sponding with the Edmonton district, 
have been holding out against the 
limited rain supply and while this 
area is not facing any prospect of 
failure or reduction to a seventy per 
cent. crop, the dry weather has been 
sufficient to cut away a good deal of 
leaf growth, checked the stooling and 
shortened the heads where the grain 
is shooting out. The condition of the 
crop may be said to be not quite as 
good as it was two weeks ago but the 
unfavorable seasonal conditions have 
not got to the point of bringing any- 
thing approaching disaster excent 
along the eastern side. 

Early crops have been shortened 
and late sown crops are slow and un-,

LESSON 30.—KIGHT FIELDING. 
(By Hugh 8. Fullerton.) 

The right fieluer, more than any other 
outfielder, should. be able to cateh fly 
balls ip position to make throws, Cateh- 
ing a ball out of throwing position is the 
worst fault of any piayer. ‘To do this re 
quires, in the first piace, that Judgment 
which comes of long practice. Judging 
fly bails ts partly instinctive, but it may 
be acquired by practice, Some of the 
greatest outfielders we ever have known 
were former pitchers who learned to han 
die fly balls, To catch a ball in position 
to make a auick, accurate and low throw, 
constitutes the art of right fielding. 

More runs score on hits toward right 
than on any others and fewer runs score
